Santorum steps aside 


CNN 

WASFliNGTON Rick Santorum announced Tues- 
day that he is suspending his Republican presi- 
dential campaign after a weekend of ^'prayer and 
thought^” effectively ceding the GOP nomination 
to Mitt Romney 

The former Pennsylvania senator made his an- 
nouncement following the weekend hospitaliza- 
tion of his 3-year-old daughter, Isabella. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, we made the decision to 
get into this race around our kitchen table, against 
all the odds,” Santorum said. “We made a decision 
over the weekend that while the presidential race 
for us is over, and T WiW suspend my campaign ef- 
fective today we are not done fighting,” 

The development means Romney is now 
the certain GOP nominee to take on President 
Obama in November, as Santorum was his main 


challenger. While Romney still needs to win sev- 
eral hundred delegates to clinch the nomination, 
Santo rum’s departure from the race leaves his path 
unhindered* Romne/s other major challenger, 
former House Speaker Newt Gingrich, has all but 
conceded the race, having said Sunday he won’t 
give up on trying to influence the party’s platform 
tliat emerges going into the general election* 

“I think you have to be realistic,” Gingrich said 
on “Fox News Sunday.” “Given the size of his or- 
ganization, given the number of primaries he’s 
won, he is far and away the most likely Republican 
nominee*” 

Santorum had canceled two events earlierTues- 
day while adding an afternoon event that turned 
out to be his withdrawal announcement, 

Hogan Gidley the campaign’s communications 
director, said the two morning events were can- 


celed to allow Santorum and his wife, Karen, to 
“settle in at home” with their young daughter. 

Known as Bella, the child was born with Tri- 
somy i8, a serious chromosomal condition that 
interferes with development. Half of patients 
with the condition do not survive past the first 
week of life, according to the National Institutes 
ofHealth* 

Campaign aides have acknowledged that the 
April 24 primary in Pennsylvania, the state he 
represented in Congress, was a must-win for 
Santorum’s candidacy. But his once double-digit 
lead there slipped to single digits in a recent 
poll, and the cancellation of campaign events 
Monday and again Tuesday morning stoked me- 
dia spec'ulation that Santorum was preparing to 
drop out in the face of front-runner Romney’s 
commanding lead. 


Numbers game 

Mitt Romney has used a huge advantage in money 
and organization to build his lead over Rick San- 
torum and fellow challengers Newt Gingrich and 
Texas Rep, Ron Paul, In particular, the Romney 
campaign and the super PAG supporting it have 


spent millions of dollars on negative ads in the 
run-up to major primary and caucus votes so far, 
CNN’s latest estimate of the GOP delegate 
tally shows Romney with 659, Santorum with 275, 
Gingrich with 140 and Paul with 71, It takes 1,144 
delegates to clinch the nomination. 

New "Vbrk, Connecticut, Rhode Island and 


Delaware vote April 24, in addition to Pennsyl- 
vania, In all, 231 delegates are up for grabs in the 
five states* 

Gingrich has said he will stay in the race until 
the Republican National Convention in August, 
despite running a distant third in the delegate

Lagunitas Brewing Co., the Petaluma, Calif- 
based craft-brewing powerhouse, is putting down 
roots in the Windy City. 

The mahcr of T.agunitas beers is planning to 
build a brewxTy at the old Ryerson steel mill, at 
1 8th Street and Rockwell Avenue, with construc- 
tion expected to be completed by July 2013 and 
the first mash in the fourth quarter of 2013, The 
S15 million-to-Si8 million facility, with an eventual 
600,000-barrel capacity, is being built as an exact 
copy of the Petaluma brewery 

‘^We need to continue to add capacity because 


sales are growing,” Lagunitas founder Ibny Magee 
said. “I can add capacity in Petaluma, 2,500 miles 
from where Pm pretty sure Pm going to sell it, or I 
can add capacity there and get all of the diesel out 
of the beer?^ 

Magee estimated that any 22-ounec bottle of 
West Coast beer has used about 4 ounces of diesel 
to reach Chicago, He added that the fuel savings 
eventually will pay for the plant* 

Magee expects to have 50 employees at the out- 
set, and as many as lOO within five years.

Twelve jurors and six alternates have been se- 
lected in the case of ^^lliam Balfour, setting 
the stage for opening statements later this 
month in his trial on charges he killed three 
members of Jennifer Hudson’s famil}^ 

The final four panelists were selected Tues- 
day. The jury of lo women and eight men is a 
racially mixed group from many walks of life. 
Judge Charles Burnshas not said which of the 
six would serve as alternates. 

The trial resumes with opening statements 
April 23— a delay caused by a prior commit- 
ment of Burns, who is presiding over the high- 
profile case. 

In the interim. Burns has warned the ju- 
rors to avoid any media coverage of the case 
and specifically cautioned them from viewing 
Hudson’s appearance on 'American Idol” on 
Thursday. 

Among those dismissed Tuesday was a 
woman who writes an entertainment and 
food column for a northwest Indiana news- 
paper who said she’d written previously about 
I ludson’s career. Also let go was a woman who 
said a family member knew Hudson’s sister, 
Julia, who was married to Balfour, as welt as a 
man who said he was a news junkie and knew 
a lot about the case against Balfour. 

Balfour, who was estranged from Julia Hud- 
son at the time of the 200 S murders, is ac- 
cused of fatally shooting the actress’s mother, 
Darnell Donerson, brother Jason Hudson and 
nephew Julian King, 7. The trial is expected to 
last up to a month.

Zimmerman

SANFORD, Fla. George Zimmerman’s 
lawyers withdrew from his defense 
Tuesday after the man who shot and killed an 
unarmed black Florida teenager telephoned 
prosecutors directly contacted a TV jour- 
nalist and set up a website all without their 
knowledge. 

Defense lawyers Craig Sonner and Mark 
Uhrig said they lost contact with their client 
Sunday and were concerned for his mental 
and physical health following a wave a pro- 
tests across the country that have demanded 
Zimmerman’s arrest in the death of Trayvon 
Martin, 17. 

The decision by the lawyers to step down 
marks the latest twist in a case that has cap- 
tured national attention because of race and 
Florida’s controversial self-defense laws. Mar- 
tin was black and Zimmerman is white and 
Hispanic. 

“He probably watches more of this [TV 
coverage] every day than he should,” Uhrig 
said. “He’s emotionally alone, and you might 
even say emotionally crippled.”

$34,997 million after taxes, lottery officials 
said. The winners chose to remain anony- 
mous. 

Two other winning tickets were sold in 
Kansas, where a winner came forward, and 
Illinois, where a winner has not yet surfaced. 

“If it can’t be you, these are precisely the 
people that you would want to see win the 
lottery,” Maryland Lottery director Stephen 
Martino said at a news conference. 

“They were modest, they were I think 
humbled by this stroke of luck that they 


have received,” he said. “I think at times they 
were a bit overwhelmed.” 

The three lucky Maryland players invest- 
ed $20 each to play the $i game a total of 
60 times at three locations. 

After striking it rich March 30, they re- 
mained silent for a week while a bizarre story 
surfaced of a McDonald’s worker and moth- 
er of seven who initially claimed she had the 
winning ticket but then said she lost it. 

The real winners came forward Monday 
but said they wished to remain anonymous, 
which is permissible by Maryland law 

The Kansas winner also has asked to re- 
main anonymous and officials declined to 
give details of the winner’s gender, age, oc- 
cupation or hometown.

Txt*s get something 
out of the way real 
quick— sports, in 
the grand scheme of 
things, do not matter.

Thanks to its appearance in both a Super 
Bowl ad and an episode of “Glee” (and 
seemingly half of the other commercials on 
TV), “We Are Ifbung” flew up the charts and 
stayed at No* i for three weeks* That made 
Fun,, which released its sophomore album 


“Some Nights” on Valentine’s Day, the first 
rock band since Coldplay in 2008 to have the 
top song in the nation. 

Despite the newfound success, Ruess, 
30, sounds just as surprised as everyone else 
while talking about his love of Wilco, his 
aversion to celebration and Googling “fun.” 

You guys really look off by having your 
song on "Glee.” Did you watch the episode 
featuring "We Are Young”? 

Andrew and Jack watched it at Jack’s 
parents’ house and Jack’s mom made a 
cake and everything. They were texting 
me while we were in the studio. They were 
freaking out and T was checking the iTunes 
charts and it was pretty surreal, since a 
year ago this wasn’t even in our plans. I was 
dropped from a major label at 21 or 22, and 


I gave up on the thought of ever having 
a hit song at that point in time. ... I woke 
up at some point the next day and I was at 
Jack’s parents’ house, and his mom cued up 
the episode and made me watch it. When 
people cover a song I usually get a little 
squeamish about that kind of stuff. But she 
made me watch it. She made me watch 15 
minutes before so I understood what the 
story was and I actually shed a tear. I had to 
leave the room. 

How did you hear the news you topped the 
charts? 

I’m not going to lie. I check the iTunes 
charts. It’s all about the iTunes charts. I only 
go on the Internet for the iTunes charts and 
basketball blogs. After the Super Bowl, it 
skyrocketed up. We thought the song would 


do well, but we thought the song would take 
a little longer to go up* *,. It’s more amazing 
to see how our parents are reacting to it. 

You didn’t have any big rock star 
celebration? 

I can think about is, “That’s great, how long 
can it be maintained and how is the rest 
of the album going to do?” We’re still the 
same band, we still tour and I just want to 
maintain everything. It really sucks to work 
this hard for so long and just give up and 
celebrate now 

So you’re in for the long run here. 

I’m hoping for an early retirement*

Much like the rising desperation in the 
chorus of this Alabama bar band’s single 
“Hold On,” buzz for Alabama Shakes was 
steadily building in the months before 
South by Southwest this year, marking 
them as a band you just had to see in 
Austin, Texas— before they hit the festival 
circuit this summer and took off into the 
stratosphere of stardom.

It would turn out to be a classic teen TV dra- 
ma moment: Dawson Leery, the eternal ideal- 
ist of ’ 90 s sudser “Dawson’s Creek,” watches 
as his soul mate embarks on a love affair with 
his best friend. As she walks away Dawson’s 
“ugly cry” absorbs his face. 

“God, do I remember that moment,” re- 
called James Van Der Beek, the crier in ques- 
tion. “It wasn’t scripted for me to cry it just 
happened.” 

He had all but forgotten that scene at the 
end of the show’s third season until a few 
years ago, when it resurfaced on YouTube. ‘All 
of a sudden, six years of work was boiled down 
to one seven-second clip on loop,” he said. “It 
became a joke.” 

A joke that, though he may be the punch 
line. Van Der Beek is now trying to reframe. 
When ABC’s new comedy “Don’t Trust the 
B— in Apartment 23 ” premieres Wednes- 
day, Van Der Beek will join a growing list of 
actors— Matt LeBlanc, Larry David, Ricky 
Gervais— playing meta-versions of them- 
selves. It’s the 35 -year-old actor’s first major 
comedy series, and it finds him playing a sup- 
porting role as the “Oh my God, that’s really 
him” best friend to the mischievous room- 
mate from hell mentioned in the show’s title 
and played by Krysten Ritter. 

Van Der Beek’s participation would have 
been unthinkable when he was in the eye of 
the teen mania storm: “I took myself way too 
seriously” he said. But that changed when 


the tempest subsided and showed no sign of 
returning. 

“The ego certainly is the biggest obstacle as 
an artist or performer, so any chance you get 
to destroy that is really healthy” he said. 

The struggle was all the thornier given the 
way his “Dawson’s Creek” costars had man- 
aged to thrive. Joshua Jackson got a central role 
in Fox’s cult drama “Fringe.” Katie Holmes ap- 
peared in films before taking on her highest- 
profile role as Tom Cruise’s wife. Michelle Wil- 
liams became an Oscar-nominated movie star. 

“Here I was, a much better actor than I was 
when I was 20 , but Hollywood had already 
moved on to whoever was the hot, fun, new 
thing.” He began practicing kabbalah and, af- 
ter a failed marriage, remarried and now has 
two children. 

Professionally he sought comfort in writ- 
ing and played bit parts in TV movies and 
series (“How I Met Your Mother,” “Ugly Bet- 
ty”) until landing a role on NBC’s short-lived 
medical drama “Mercy” in 2010 . 

“I always got my fair share of drama of- 
fers,” Van Der Beek said. “I just wanted to try 
something different. I had a real awakening 
on my part to just stop being so precious with 
my career.” 

Cue the self-mockery ‘As the years wore on 
and I passed on more stuff, less stuff started 
getting offered. And I had this realization 
where I just thought, ‘If something sounds 
fun and I haven’t done it before and I get a 
kick out of it, I’m just going to say yes.’ ”

Y:iu may not want to wait to see 
James Van Der Reek in ABC/s new 
comedy “Don’t Trust The B— In 
Apartment 23/’ but don’t let the in- 
consistent premiere turn you away 
The former “Dawson’s Creek” 
hunk provides much of the sitcom’s 
charm and limited punch lines until it 
finds its way in later episodes. 

When June (Dreama Walker) 
moves to New York for a job at a big 
investment bank, she discovers the 
FBI closing the place down and arresting the boss for a Ber- 
nie JVladoff-like scam. Her first day turns out to be her last, 
leavingjune and all her belongings on the sidewalk in front of 
a coffee shop . 

But June won’t be sent packing back to Indiana— it’s just 
not in her life p bn— which leads her to Apartment 23 and 
Chloe (Krysten Ritter), a scam artist who has created the 
perfect con. After landing a roomie, Chloe turns into a ly- 
ing, stealing sociopath so her roommates move out and she 
pockets their inflated rent money. Uli (Michael Bbiklock), 
the snoopy perv in the apartment next door, only adds to her

roomies’ hell 

June is warned about the “B” by Robin (Liza Lapira), the 
quirky neighbor down the hall, but June falls for Chloe ’s 
charms anyway. Before you can say “Fll cut a bitch/’ Chloe se- 
duces June’s fiance— supposedly to help her see he’s a cheater. 
June, of course, isn’t the shrinking violet Chloe perceives her 
to bc\ She’s forced to fight back with her own cruel tricks. 

Sigh. 

Even with a few inspired moments, I found the pilot to 
be tedious and cold-hearted. Next week’s episode improves 
by leaps thanks to the brger presence ofVan Der Beek, who 
plays a heightened version of himself “The Beek From the 
Creek/’ as his BFF Chloe nicknames him, is a self-absorbed 
has-been trying to hold on to his former glory by competing 
in “Dancing With the Stars” and seducing two female fans to 
the “Dawson’s Creek” theme song “I Don’t Want to Wait.” 

Although this gimmick has been done before by Matt Tx^B- 
lanc (“Episodes”), Larry David C^Curb Your Enthusiasm”) and 
Ricky Gervais (“^Extras”), Van Der Beck pretty much nails it. 

Ilis shtick could get old, though, as could the odd-couple 
friendship between chaos-loving Chloe and sweet, naive June. 
It remains to be seen how much mileage creator Nahnatchka 
Khan can get from having Chloe continually dupe June. 
(However, I applaud Khan’s resistance to relying on constant 
put-downs to find bughs like CBS’ “2 Broke Girls” does.) 

'Apartment 23” works best when June turns the tables 
on Chloe, Uke in the third episode when the Beek attends 



a wedding with one of the roommates and some marvelous 
mayhem ensues— so there may be more to the premise than 
meets the eye Wednesday 

I’m not sure we can trust 'Apartment 23” will continue to 
improve, but at least by the third episode things get better for 
June — and for viewers.
